He says that 
actually he may have to increase 
his staff to handle the publicity. 


He does not mean to discredit 


or discourage these fund drives. 
And neither do I. But I believe 
that we both sense a crisis de- 
veloping in this situation that 
will serve to turn the public's at* 
tention away from fund drives- 
period.

I hasten to add that we may 


both be wrong. January, February 
and March are crowded months for 
fund campaigns. The insistent cam- 
paigning may be driving us slap- 
happy. They, the fund committees, 
.are literally standing in line await- 
ing their just share of the publicity 
spotlight Fund chairmen get ir- 
ritable when their pet project does 
not receive a large and glowing 
snare of the publicity. 


But editor* are noting this: The 


goals am getting higher (infla- 
tion, you know), the number of 
"worthy" causes are more nu- 
merous, and the demand for 
publicity is becoming mom in- 
sistent.

Be officially be 
came a holdout Monday when 
practice started and he did not 
report. 


Weiss said that waivers were 


asked for the pitcher Monday "and 
we were somewhat surprised when 
no one asked for him. It appears 
no one wanted to pick up the tab 
(Raschi'a salary), particularly 
since he has declined in the -num- 
ber of victories each year recent 
ly." 


August A. Busch, Cardinal own- 


er, and Dick Meyer, general man- 
ager of the National leaguers, ne- 
gotiated with Weiss. 


First Deal 


It was the first cash deal made 


by the current owners of the Tan 
kees, Del Webb and Dan Topping. 
The deal was estimated at $50,000, 
with the Yankees to get several 
minor leaguers for their Kansas 
City farm in the transaction.

Mrs. Fitzpatrick said she jus 


had made a pot of coffee and wa 
waiting for it to settle in the percu 
lator when the child scalded him 
self. 


She and Mrs. John Sweet, Dixon 


an aunt of the boy, were in tli 
trailer with Michael and his bro- 
ther, Terry Lee, six months old 
and Mrs. Sweet's seven-month-old 
daughter, Martha Mae. 


According to the mother, the 


youngster liked to stay up unti 
his parents went to bed. He was 
playing, sleepily, in the trailer jus 
before the accident. 


The trailer is constructed in such 


a manner that the kitchen separ 
ates the living room from the bed 
room. Mrs. Fitzpatrick and Mrs 
Sweet were in the living room with 
Martha Mae. 


Mrs. 
Fitzpatrick said young 


Michael must have slipped from 
the bedroom to the kitchen with 
out her knowing it. She didn't rea- 
lize he wasn't in the room with her 
until she heard him screaming in 
the kitchen.

Pulls Cord 


Rushing from the living room 


she found the youngster .covered 
with scalding coffee. Apparently, 
the lad grabbed the electrite cord 
and pulled it from the counter near 
the sink where his mother had put 
it. 


Mrs. Fitzpatrick said the cord 


wasn't plugged in, that she must 
have left it dangle low enough that 
the child could reach it from the 
floor. 


Tearing the clothes from the boy, 


she immediatly wrapped him in a 
blanket and took him to the bospi 
tal in a neighbor's car. 


The boy's father was working at 


the Medusa Portland Cement Co., 
East River road, when the inci- 
dent took place. He was scheduled 
to return home at 11:15 p.m. 


The Fitzpatrick'* came to Dixon 


about six months ago from Benton, 
HI., where the father was employed 
by a roofing company. They were 
married three years ago. 


Michael died at about 2:30 a.m" 


today. He was born June 8,1062 in 
Benton.

mittee that as a former Commu- 
nist party official here she had 
known Annie Lee Moss as a Com* 
munist party member. At the time, 
she said, the woman was a cafe- 
teria worker in -the Pentagon. 


Now in Code Room 


McCarthy a moment before said 


the woman whom Mrs. Markward 
was to name is, according to the 
subcommittee's understanding, now 
working in the code room, of the 
army signal corps, "handling top 
secret messages." 
' McCarthy is embroiled in con- 
troversy with Secretary of the 
Army Stevens over McCarthy's 
charge the army has "coddled 
Communists." . 


Stevens was once scheduled for 


a face-to-face meeting with the 
committee today on the issue, but 
McCarthy deferred the session un- 
til •Thursday. 


Instead, McCarthy decided to go

"No Surprise" 


Convening the hearing, McCar-

about it.

personally knew about this case." 


The hearing was the first in 


which Democratic members of 
McCarthy's Senate investigations 
subcommittee have participated 
since they quit the group in a row 
with McCarthy last July. 


Present today were Sens. Me- 


Clellan (D-Ark) and Jackson <D- 
Wash). The third Democrat, Sen. 
Symington (D-Mo) is out of the 
country. 


It also was the first hearing at 


which the Democrats had their 
own counsel, Robert F. Kennedy, 
brother of Sen. John F. Kennedy 
(D-Mass). 


Reported to FBI 


S(rs. Markward testified, in re- 


ply to questions, that she had re- 
ported regularly and promptly to 
the FBI while a member of the 
Communist party. 


McCarthy interjected that it 


could be assumed the FBI had 
turned over the information to the 
government departments concern- 
ed.

DECATUR, 111. (f» - True D. 


Morse, undersecretary of Agricul- 
ture, said Monday night that "the 
decline in farm product prices has 
been checked." 


Morse spoke to members of the 


Decatur Assn. of Commerce and 
the Macon County Farm Bureau. 


"The price decline had been 


underway almost two years when 
Agriculture Secretary Benson took 
office," Morse declared. "The par- 
ity ration had gone down from 113 
to 94 per 
cent of parity by 


January, 1953. . . . During the past 
year the ratio went down only four 
points and is now back to within 
two points of where it stood a year 
ago." Morse added: 


"The year ahead will be profit- 


able for farmers. Their purchasing 
power should be well maintained." 


The undersecretary said the ad- 


ministration's proposed new farm 
program, which would emphasize 
flexible rather than rigid price 
support levels for basic crops, was 
"not just to benefit farmers" but 
"is a program for all in the na- 
tion." 


"The program will give greater 


freedom of choice and action and 
will reduce the need for govern- 
mental action to attain adequate 
incomes for farmers," Morse said.

Reduced Butter Supports Is Step 


To Lower Farm Props 


Secretary of Agriculture Benson acted with courage in 


deciding to cut support prices April 1 on butter and other 
dairy products, from the present 90 to 75 per cent of parity. 
If his decision is to hold, the citizen consumer and taxpawer 
will have to show equal gumption. For protests against the 
move already are loud and heavy. 


Benson made the decision because existing high supports 


have encouraged output of milk products not for market but 
for storage. A year ago, government holdings of butter, 
cheese and dried milk corresponded to 1,440,000,000 pounds 
of whole milk. Today they total nearly 8,000,000,000 pounds, 
roughly five and a half times as much, 
worth about $300 million. 


If the support price of butter is reduced as planned, 


Benson said the producer will get about eight cents less a 
pound than he is now assured. He would expect this to be 
translated into an equivalent drop in retail prices to the con- 
sumer. 
Butter would still cost more than twice what competing 


margarine costs, but the narrowing gap might lure more 
consumers back into the butter market from which high sup 
port prices have driven them.

This move is intended, of course, to discourage excess 


output of products for which there is obviously no ready 
market. It would not settle the question what to do with ex- 
isting accumulated surpluses. In fact, the government would 
presumably go on buying dairy products at the lower support 
level. 


But the point is that Benson is endeavoring to make a 


start on one of the toughest economic problems facing the 
country. Including wheat, cotton and other supported prod- 
ucts, the United States today owns or holds on loan $6,500, 
000,000 worth of foods and fibers. It has literally run out 
of places to put these surpluses. 


The protests against Benson's action center on the ar- 


gument that it will reduce farmer income at a time when it 
is already below recent par, and will thereby accentuate what 
some forecasters see as a gathering economic recession. 


There can be no question that, by one device or another, 


the level of farm income must be maintained at a point suf- 
ficient to keep the "farm community" a healthy element in 
the nation's life. But any fair-minded citizen will acknowl- 
edge that more than one way might be found to achieve that 
goal. 
• 
* * 


The present system of rigid high support prices is a 


costly, wasteful travesty now reaching unmanageable pro- 
portions. High supports hit the citizen twice as a taxpayer 
and once as a consumer. As a taxpayer, he feels the bite 
when the government buys surpluses and then again when 
the government must lay out money for storage, mainte- 
nance, and the like. As a consumer, the citizen suffers in 
higher prices at the market. 


If any logical defense can be made of this triple burden 


on the citizen, it has yet to be advanced. The object of a 
proper farm program is to assure the farmer adequate in- 
come, not to devise a method by which the citizen can be 
made to pay for that necessity three or four times over. 


The men who now protest have no answer to continually 


mounting surpluses, nor to this triple burden on the citizen. 
The oaiy answer they have is the one dictated by their fear 
of what the farmers will do to them at the polls if so much 
as a single sliver of bamboo is removed from the existing 
fantastic support structure.

The 


elevators in the hospitals used to 
carry unconscious patients back to 
bed from the-operating rooms, and 
even the operating rooms, wenl 
dead. 
And, actually, there was 


no vote for a strike by the power- 
house workers. 
They would have 


worked as usual but the "union" 
pulled the switches and then the 
interlopers from out of town who 
spoke for the union went into hid- 
ing so that the city manager could 
not find them to "negotiate." No- 
body dared close the switches be- 
cause unions were above the law. 
So the town was dead, as far as 
electric light and power were con 
cerned until the unioneers decided 
that Flint had been taught a les- 
son. 


This could happen again any day. 


In fact, similar events are daily 
routine. 
Pickets shoot men for 


driving trucks without union per- 
mission. A trucking company is 
driven out of Alabama to take ref- 
uge in Georgia. A hatters' union 
takes it upon Itself, by decision of 
of a few unioneers wifii offices in 
New York, to prevent a new hat 
ndustry from settling in Tennessee 
or Kansas which are sovereign 
American states. The union un- 
dertakes to chain certain hat fac- 
:ories to Connecticut because its 
members there cannot convenient- 
y pack up and follow their jobs to 
Tennessee or Kansas. 


A similar movement of textile 
actories from Massachusetts to 
he southern tier meets similar re- 
sistance. The labor relations board, 
by autocratic order of a petty 
burtaucm, MM to prevtat shift 


move greater than the possible 
profit. 
Senator Jack Kennedy, of 


Massachusetts,

the 


southern tier to argue against the 
economic wisdom of the move and 
he did fhave some points which 
Impressed some southern indus- 
trialists. 


But the unions and the Labor Re- 


lations Board never takes chances 
on arguments. All they know is 
power. The club. So the new in- 
dustrial South is coming into an-

North 
fomented 
by 


unions which never pay any taxes, 
hold no mandate from any repre 
sentative element of the people 
and are both irresponsible and ar- 
rogant. 


These unions represent only a 


small proportion of our workers, 
but they challenge and abuse all 
of us. They are supposed to rep- 
resent even those few only as busi- 
ness agents, to agree on wages, 
hours 
and 
working conditions. 


Actually, their "members" are 
now subjects and many of them 
are kept in thrall by the closed 
shop which is supposed to be il- 
legal. Incidentally, the worst of- 
fender in that respect is the Mu- 
sicians union and, further drama- 
tizing the flagrancy, Chief Justice 
Warren 
recently 
wrote 
warm 


greetings to Jimmy Petrillo and 
the union, all knowingly. 


I do not know what the new form 


of workers' protective aggregation 
should be. I do know, however, 
that the present kind is frightfully 
wasteful of human life, 
taking 


man-hours of energy at work as 
a measure of human life. It is too 
big and rich and abusive to be 
tolerated by a free people and a 
sovereign government. It must be 
broken.

Several readers have asked for a 


discussion of the problems peculiar 
to what is known as middle age. 


The devision of life into child 


hood, youth, middle age and old 
age is an arbitrary one. Actually, 
aging It a gradual process, begin- 
ning at birth, and the health prob 
lems connected with each so-called 
period of life differ only slightly 
from those of the next younger 
group. 


In general, however, there are 


some differences between 
the 


physical qualities and needs of 
those at different ages. An 19- 
year-old boy can ordinarily run 
a mile without physical trouble, 
but no man in his right senses, 
who had not kept in strict training, 
would do this in his fifties. The 
same kind of thing it also true 
with women. 


More sleep is often needed by 


the person in the late thirties or

John did not enjoy the circus. He was too exhausted to react to it 


at all. The night before, he got no sleep and at breakfast, he could keep 
no food in his stomach. 


No reality he saw at the circus could give him j'oyous wonder. For 


as John had no reason by which to bridle his lawless imagination, it 
had already produced a circus for him with which no circus on this 
earth could compete.

Judge Rules 
Wards Must 
Pay Union 


$250,000 Damages 
Awarded CIO in 
Chicago Court 


CHICAGO UPI—Municipal Judge 


Joseph B. Hermes today ordered 
Montgomery Ward & Co. to pay 
577,000 in attorney's fees arid $250,- 
00 damages to a CIO union that, 
he ruled, the company maliciously 
attempted to destroy. 


The judgement was among the 


largest in the history of Chicago's 
Municipal Court. 


The award went to the United 


Mail Order, Warehouse and Retail 
Employes union. 


Membership Drops 


The 
union's 
membership 
at 


Wards dropped in 10 years from 
4,000 to 70. The union no longer 
represents Ward employes. 


The damages covered the period 


from June 25, 1945, when a tem- 
porary injunction was i s s u e d 
against the union prohibiting it 
from making statements, against 
the company in union publications, 
until May 13,1948. when the United 
States Supreme Court ruled in fa- 
vor of the union. 


The attorney fees dated back to 


November 1943 when Wards filed 
a one million dollar libel suit 
against the union. 


Judge Hermes ruled the damages 


were for loss of membership by 
the union, loss of dues and gen- 
eral expenses in fighting Wards' 
Injunction. 


Sued For $800,000 


The union originally sued for 


$800,000 in the suit filed last April 
but an additional $250,000 in puni- 
tive damages was asked during 
the course of the trial. 


The union was certified as bar- 


gaining agent in 1942 but the com- 
pany at first refused to bargain, 
said Atty. Francis Hessler repre- 
senting the union. The National 
Labor Relations Board 
ordered 


Ward> to enter, Into a one year 
contract with the union and this 
was signed Dec. 6, 1952. 


In fighting the 1945 injunction, 


the union contended it violated 
elate and federal constitutional 
provisions for freedom of the press. 


The union originally attempted 


to sue for damages in 1948 but the 
Superior Court refused to hear the 
case. 


Filed In AprU 


The present suit then was filed 


in Municipal Court in April against 
$1,000 bond the company had put 
up in the original injunction suit. 
The union maintained the bond 
was merely a token as the com- 
pany could afford to pay the dam 
ages. 


Judge Hermes overruled a mo- 


tion by Wards today to vacate the 
judgment, but set March 4 as the 
date for a hearing for a new trial. 
Wards also made a motion for an 
arrest of judgment which would 
prevent the order from taking ef- 
fect. This motion also will be dis 
posed of March 4.

Pittsburgh Children Get 
First Polio Shots Today 


Vaccine Administered by 
Discoverer, Dr. Jonas Salk 


PITTSBURGH <* — The first 


batch of city school youngsters to- 
day received their injections of 
Salk's vaccine—science's first best 
hope of conquering polio. 


Dr. Jonas Salk, discoverer of the 


vaccine, administered the injec- 
tions personally, as he will to all 
5,000 first, second and third grade 
pupils between now and June in 
19 Pittsburgh schools. 


Under terms laid down by Dr. 


Salk, the names of the children 
receiving inoculations were with- 
held. They were given no prior 
warning of the injections. 


Normal Approach 


The University of Pittsburgh sci- 


entist said he wanted the children 
to approach the tests in a com- 
pletely normal frame of mind, 
without the chance to build up 
mental tensions and fears before- 
hand-. 


Dr. Salk has planned the local 


test so that he can watch the vac- 
cine's effect step-by-step in the 
youngsters receiving it. 


Blood tests will be given with 


the injections—which may number 
as many as three for each child— 
to record the progress of the vac- 
cine in building up immunization 
to the crippling polio virus. 


The first large scale effort is 


to determine whether the vaccine 
will confer the hoped-for immunity 
from infantile paralysis. But the 
vaccine has been tested, over a 
period of years, on countless lab- 
oratory animals and on more than 
600 human beings. 


He's Confident 


So confident is Dr. Salk, that the 


vaccine cannot harm those receiv- 
ing it that he, his wife and their 
two children were among the first 
to be inoculated. 


The vaccine itself is a combina- 


tion of the three paralysis-produc-

first for Salk's vaccine, it will not 
be the only one.

in a campaign conducted by the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. 


The vaccine is quite different 


from gamma globulin, used daily 
last summer in attempts to pre- 
vent polio. 


Produces Antibodies 


A vaccine stimulates the human

contains antibodies 


made by other persons. It is a 
dose of^ borrowed antibodies, which 
remain in your blood for only a 
matter of weeks, then disappear. 
It does not make you create your 
own antibodies. 


No Evidence 


A government - appointed com- 


mittee of polio experts said Mon- 
day night it could not find real 
evidence that gamma globulin last 
summer had actually prevented 
cases of polio, but said the ob- 
servations of mass inoculations did 
not give enough information to 
conclude whether it had an effect. 


Paralytic polio is actually rather 


a rare disease, with only a small 
percentage of persons becoming 
seriously ill from it. For effective- 
ness, the borrowed antibodies of 
gamma globulin would have to be 
given in advance of an invasion 
by polio virus into the blood- 
stream.

There Are Signs 
Of Spring Pickup 


Note Better Volume 
Of Retail Buying 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK <*>—Those who be- 


lieve that February will be the 
low point in the recession have 
some signs to point to today—all 
the way from steel to diapers. 


The first pickup in ordering 


noted in weeks or months is re- 
ported by some industries such as 
textiles. Better volume of retail 
buying is noted here and there. 
The number of those out of work 
still grows, but the rate of increase 
slackens for the first time in 
weeks. 


Must Look Hard 


You have to look hard to find 


these things among the welter of 
depressing statistics—and in some 
cases businessmen just say they 
can "sense a change for the bet- 
ter" in their customers' attitudes. 
But here are some of the signs re- 
ported today: 


New York gift show officials re- 


port that both attendance and buy- 
ing are setting a record so far this 
week. They say that ordering has 
been substantial, and attribute it 
to generally low inventories in 
most stores. 


The bellwether steel industry re- 


ports somewhat along the s a m e 
lines. The first upturn in steel or- 
dering—even if trifling so far—is 
reported by a number of mills. 
Steelmen say their customers are 
at least giving signs of having 
used up their inventories and be- 
ing ready to start over again. 


Orders Higher 


The auto industry, a l t h o u g h 


plagued by heavy inventories in 
dealers' hands, says that ordering 
of new cars so far in February has, 
been markedly higher. The big 
three auto makers are planning a 
step-up in production soon to meet 
what they insist will be a good 
season of consumer buying to start 
in a month or so. 


Some textile mills are reporting 


the first increase in ordering in 
some lines in many weeks. Ex- 
amples: Carded cotton yarn- and 
cotton ducks. And diaper manufac- 
turers say that orders have in- 
creased week by week this month 


to the point they're even wonder- 
ing if the prices couldn't be raised. 


Hirfng Again 


An order upturn this month 


cheers the jewelry industry. Some 
plants are reported hiring again 
and stepping up production. 


In the worrisome increase in job- 


lessness, there comes the welcome 
government report that new claims 
for jobless pay are declining, al 
though they stay above last Febru- 
ary.

291 'Security Risks' Get 
Other Federal Agency Jobs 


WASHINGTON I*—Eleven Statt 


Department employes released in 
1953 were suspected loyalty risks, 
and out'of 590 let go as "security 
risk*," Mi got jobs in other federal 
agencies. 


Th« statistics were contained in 


testimony made public today by 
the HOUM Appropriations Commit- 
tee, whose Democratic members 
have been insisting in budget hear- 
ings that all departments specify 
how many of their security cases 
were actually adjudged subversive. 
Democrats have claimed that the 
vast majority of the 2,220 federal 
employes fired or resigned under 
the Eisenhower administration se- 
curity program were let out for 
reasons other than suspected dis- 
loyalty. 


Summary To Date 


To date, the committee has made 


public complete or partial break- 
downs by seven agencies of their 
security dismissals. With approx- 
imately 761.000 employes, these de- 
partments have accounted for 1,058 
security dismissals or resignations 
in 1953. Forty of these were listed 
as suspected or actual subversives. 
Causes of dismissal of the others 
included drunkenness, homosexu- 
ality, over-talkativeness, and in- 
competency. 


The State Department's statistics 


were given by R. W. Scott htc- 
Leod, administrator of security. 


He said that 21 employes had 


been discharged for cause, includ- 
ing 11 with "pro-Communist activ- 
ities or associations" such as hav- 
ing relatives who were Soviet na- 
tionals. Seven of the 11, McLeod 
testified, 
had 
charges pending 


•.gainst them when the Republican 
administration, took office. 


291 Transferred 


McLeod also listed in his break- 


down 291 as having transferred to 
other agencies. He did not elabor- 
ate on the point and was not ques- 
tioned about It, Thus there was 
nothing to indicate whether all or 
many of these are still on the 
federal payroll. 


McLeod said that in 99 of these 


transfer cases the principal secu- 
frity factor was "homosexual de- 
viations." In the same category, 
he added. 278 investigations were 
pending 


Besides those fired for cause 


and transferred to other federal 
agencies, McLeod's breakdown of 
the department's 590 security sep- 
arations last year included 188 who 
resigned, 50 released through re- 
ductions in force, 36 released at 
expiration of limited appointment, 
and 4 who retired.

The valley loops southwestward 


from Iroquois .County. Its 120 mii« 
course in the state includes an 
Upper floor plain or shelf. 


Counties within whose boundar- 


ies the main valley and the shelf 
lie are Iroquois, Ford, Champaign, 
Piatt, Dewitt, McLean, Tazewell, 
Logan and Mason. 


As the well-digging goes on, 


Illinois geologists are about ready 
to accept the theory that the M»« 
hornet Valley is the lower courgfc 
of an'ancient river thai started ir. 
the Blue Ridge Mountain area of 
North Carolina. 


As a part of this theory, th* 


ancient river, called the Teays, ia 
thought to have finally discharged 
into the southern gulf area through 
bedrock valleys along the channels 
of the present Illinois and Missis- 
sippi rivers.

WASHINGTON (*— Sen. Fergu- 


son (R-Mich) said today Demo- 
cratic talk of a business recession 
is hurting the country and ought to 
be stopped. 


Ferguson, who heads the tsenate 


GOP policy committee, spoke out 
after former President Hoover had 
discounted the possibility of a de- 
pression*and Democratic National 
Chairman Stephen A. Mitchell had 
said reaction of the pocketbook 
nerve is likely to determine con- 
trol of congress in November. 


"I don't think there is going to
